The proposition was rejected by a 


majority of 55,031. 


The refusal of the men of New Jer- 


sey to share with women the respon- 
sibility of governmental affairs will, 
it is believed, have a far-reaching in- 
fluence on equal suffrage campaigns 
now being carried on in New York, 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania,

tention ail over the country, were 
greatly disappointed over the result 
as the promises they had recleved.

As they 
were about to cross the trolley track at 
Brushtown, a car came from McSherrys- 
town towards Littlestown, and to avoid 
a collision, Mr, Golden ran his machine in­ 
to the the fence nearby. The auto turned 
over on the side, throwing the occupants 
out, but fortunately no one was injured. 
The trolley stopped and the men came 
back to assist Mr. Golden. 


After he arrived home on Friday even­ 
ing after finishing the cement bribge on 
the State road near York, Mervin Stall- 
smith, of Gettysburg, discovered that he 
had lost his pocketbook containing about

15 DEAD IN 
FACTORY FIRE 


Fifteen persons wero 
killed 
and 
sight Injured by a fire In a four-etory 
building in Pittsburgh, the two upper 
floors of which were occupied by the 
Union Papor Box company. 


Of the dead, all wero young women, 
employed by the company except one. 
Many of t.io bodies wero burned so 
greatly as to make identification dlfli- 
cult. 


Mayor Joseph G. Armstrong at once 
ordered that the police, city council 
and the coroner make thorough in­ 
vestigation of the lire. 


The lire started in a pile of straw 
In the feed store of James Brown & 
company, on the flrst floor of the 
building, and burned so fiercely that 
escape by means of the stairways and 
fire escapes was cut off. 
A number 
of girls were caught as they jumped 
from the building, but many of them 
wore injured. 
Twenty-six girls and 
six men wore employed in the fac­ 
tory. 


Minnie Bittner, ono of the girls who 
jumped from the burning building, 
died while on the way to the hospital. 
Loretta Link, Margaret Kinsler, Kate 
Bittner, Gertrude Neidt, Mollle Ar­ 
nold and Margaret Steigerwald were 
taken to hospitals 
suffering 
from 
burns and broken limbs. 
The driver 
of a lire engine on its way to the 
fire was crushed when the engine 
overturned and it is feared he will 
die. 
Another fireman was overcome 
by smoko and is in a critical condi­ 
tion. 


When the firemen penetrated to the 
girls' dressing room in the factory 
where they found three bodies on the 
iloor. 
The girls had been suffocated. 
One of them was identified by her 
brother as Cecilia Jose, as the body 
was taken into the street. 


A few minutes later, three more 
bodies were round, two of them burn­ 
ed badly, but the other was said by 
persons living in- the neighborhood to 
bo Florence Becker, 
who 
obtained 
work in tho factory only a day or two 
ago. 


Joseph L. Bash, employed as sales­ 
man by a stovo company on the sec­ 
ond floor of the building, saw flames 
shooting up tho elevator shaft. 
Run­ 
ning to a window, to give the alarm, 
he noticed a number of girls from the 
box factory leaning out of an upper 
window. 
Calling on them to jump, 
he caught one alter the other, lower­ 
ing them to the ground until eight 
were safe. 


A. J. Seaglo, another stove sales­ 
man, did the same thing at another 
window and aided a number to safety, 
while Henry Sciiraeder, of Cleveland, 
drove a wagon to the roar of the 
building and caught others as they 
jumped. 


New Jersey Defeats Suffrage 


The voters of New Jersey defeated 
the woman suffrage amendment to 
the 
state 
constitution at a special 
election. 


The proposition was rejected by a 
majority of 55,031. 


The refusal of the men of New Jer­ 
sey to share with women the respon­ 
sibility of governmental affairs will, 
it is believed, have a far-reaching in­ 
fluence on equal suffrage campaigns 
now being carried on in New York, 
Massachusetts and Pennsylvania. 


The woman suffragists of New Jer* 
sey who ha;l made a valiant fight in 
a campaign that attracted much at­ 
tention all over the country, were 
greatly disappointed over the result 
as the promises they had recleved 
led tho leaders of tho*cause to believe 
that they v/ere surely going to win.

ing qualifications, shall be entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating the regis- 
tration of electors as the General Assem- 
bly may «nact: 
"First He shall have been a citizen of 


the United States at least one month. 


"Second. He shall have resided In the 
State one year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of the State, he shall have removed there- 
from and returned, then six months) im- 
mediately preceding the election. 
"Third. He shall have resided in th« 


election district where he shall offer to 
vote at least two months immediately pre- 
ceding the election. 
"Fourth. 
If twenty-two years of age 


and upwards, he shall have paid within 
two years a State or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be- 
fore the election," be amended so that the 
same shall read aa follows:

th« time of such ascertainment. 


iuclT"capltali«ation Bhall be accomplish- 
ed by ascertaining tfaa principal amount 
which would yield such annual, currant 
net revenue, at the average rate of In- 
terest and slnlilng-fund charges payable 
upon "the indebtedness Incurred by aald 
3lty for such purposes, up to tho time of 
such a&ccriainr.ient. The method of de- 
termining such amount. *o to De excluded 
or allowed us u. creuit, may be prescribed 
by the General Assembly. 
In Incurring indebtedness, for any one. 


or more of said purposes of construction. 
Improvement, or reclamation, the city of 
Philadelphia may issue its obligations ma- 
turing not later than fifty years from the 
date thereof, with provision for a sinking- 
fund sufficient to retire said obligation at 
maturity the payments to such sinking- 
fund to be In equtil or graded annual in- 
stalments. Such obligations may be In an 
amount sufficient to provide for and may 
include the amount of the interest and 
sinking-fund charges accruing and which 
may accrue thereon throughout the period 
of construction and until the expiration 
of one year after the completion of the 
work for which said indebtedness shall 
have been incurred: and said city shall 
not be required to levy a tax to pay said 
interest and sinking-fund charges, as re- 
quired by section ten of article nine or 
the Constitution of Pennsylvania, until 
the expiration of said period of one year 
after the completion of_such work.

regulating actions against natural per- 
sons, and such acts now existing aru 
avoided," so that it shall read as follows: 


The General Assembly may enact laws; 


requiring the payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea- 
sonable compensation for injuries to em- 
ployes arising In the course of their em- 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in- 
juries or diseases result in death, and re- 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and the maximum ana 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec- 
tion thereof: but in no other cases shai: 
the General Atsembly limit the amount 
to be recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to peisons or prop- 
erty, and in case of death from such in- 
juries, the light of action shall survive 
and the General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whose benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted.

for settling and Oetcrminmg adverse or 
other claims 1o and interest in lands th-3 
titles to which are so registered, trans- 
erred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
he creation and collection of indemnity 
unds; and for carrjing the system and 
powers heieby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may be designated 
by the Legislature, and by tho establish- 
ment of such new courts as may be deem- 
:d necessary 
In matters arising inland 


under the operation of such system, judi- 
cial powers, vvith right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legio^ture upon county 
recorders and upon other officers by it 
designated. Such la%\s may provide _for 
continuing the registering, transferring, 
Insuring and guaranteeing such titles aft- 
er the first or original registration has 
been perfected by the court, and provi- 
sion may be made for raising the neces- 
sary funds for expenses and salaries of 
officers, which shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the several counties.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proponing an amendment to section on«, 
article eight of the Constitution of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
Be It resolved by the Senate and Housa 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met, 
That tho following amendment to tho 
Constitution of Pennsylvania be. and the 
same Is hereby, proposed, In accordance 
with the eighteenth article thereof:— 


That section one of article eight, which 
as follows: 


“Section 1. Every male citizen twenty- 
one years of age, possessing tho follow­ 
ing qualifications, shall bo entitled to vote 
at all elections, subject, however, to such 
laws requiring and regulating tho regis­ 
tration of electors as the General Assem­ 
bly may enact: 


"First. Ho shall have been a citizen of 
the United States at least one month. 


•‘Second. 
He shall have resided In the 
Stato ono year (or, having previously been 
a qualified elector or native-born citizen 
of tho State, ho shall have removed there­ 
from and returned, then six months) im­ 
mediately preceding tho election. 


••Third. 
Ho shall have resided In tha 
«lection district where ho shall offer to 
vote at least two months Immediately pre­ 
ceding tho election. 


“Fourth. 
If twenty-two years of age 
and upwards, ho shall have paid within 
two years a Stato or county tax, which 
shall have been assessed at least two 
months and paid at least one month be­ 
fore tho election,M bo amended so that the 
samo shall read aa follows: 


Section 1. Every citizen, male or female, 
of twenty-one years of age, possessing tho 
following qualifications, shall be entitled 
to voto at all elections, subject, however, 
to such laws requiring and regulating the 
registration of electors as tho General As­ 
sembly may enact: 


First. Ho or «ho shall have been a citi­ 
zen of tho United States at least one 
month. 


Second. He or she shall have resided In 
tho Stato ono year (or, having previously 
been a qualified elector or native-born cit­ 
izen of the State, ho or she shall have re­ 
moved therefrom and returned, then six 
months) immediately preceding tho elec­ 
tion. 


Third. Ho or sho shall have resided in 
tho election district where ho or she shall 
ofT^r to vote at least two months imme­ 
diately preceding tho election.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section eight 
of article nine of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Senato 
and House of Representatives of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That the following 
is proposed as an amendment to the Con­ 
stitution of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania, in accordance with the provi­ 
sions of the eighteenth article thereof:— 
Amend scction eight, article nine of the 
Constitution of tho Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reads as follows: 
“Section 8. 
Tho debt of any county, 
city, borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated dis­ 
trict, except as herein provided, shall 
never exceed seven per centum upon the 
assessed value of the taxable property 
therein, nor shall any such municipality 
or district incur any new debt, or In­ 
crease its indebtedness to an amount ex­ 
ceeding two per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation of property, without the 
assent of tho electors thereof at a public 
election in such manner as shall be pro­ 
vided by law; but any city, tho debt of 
which now exceeds seven per centum of 
such assessed valuation, may be author­ 
ized by lav/ to Increase the same three 
per centum, in tho aggregate, at any one 
thne, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred by 
the city and county of Philadelphia for 
the construction and development of sub­ 
ways for transit purposes, or for the con­ 
struction of wharves and docks, or tho 
reclamation of land to be used in the con­ 
struction of a system of wharves and 
docks, as public improvements, owned or 
to be- owned by said city and county of 
Philadelphia, and which shall yield to the 
city and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenues In excess of tho interest on 
said debt or debts, and tho annual In­ 
stallments necessary for the cancellation 
of said debt or debts, may bo excluded In 
ascertaining the power of tho city and 
county of Philadelphia to become other­ 
wise indebted: Provided, That a sinking- 
fund for their cancellation shall be estab­ 
lished and maintained,“ so that It shall 
read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, city, 
borough, township, school district, or oth­ 
er municipality or incorporated district, 
except as herein provided, shall never ex­ 
ceed seven per centum upon tho assessed 
value of tho taxable property therein, 
nor shall any such municipality or dis­ 
trict incur any new debt, or increase its 
indebtedness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valuation 
of property, without the consent of tho 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be jJrovided by law; 
but any city, the debt of which on the 
first day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-four, exceeded seven 
per centum of such assessed valuation, 
and has not since been reduced to less 
than such per centum, may bo authorized 
by law to increase the samo three per 
centum in the aggregate, at any ono time, 
upon such valuation. The city of Phila­ 
delphia, upon the conditions hereinafter 
set forth, may increase its Indebtedness 
to tho extent of three per centum in ex­ 
cess of seven per centum upon such as­ 
sessed valuation for the specific purpose 
of providing for all or any of the follow­ 
ing purposes,—to wit: For the construc­ 
tion aud improvement of subways, tun­ 
nels, railways, elevated railways, and oth­ 
er transit facilities; for the construction 
and improvement of wharves and docks 
and for the reclamation of land to be 
used in the construction of wharves and 
docks, owned or to be owned by said 
city. Such increase, however, shall only 
be made with the assent of the electors 
thereof at a public election, to be held in 
such manner as shall be provided by law. 
In ascertaining the borrowing capacity of 
said city of Philadelphia, at any time, 
there shall bo excluded from tne calcula­ 
tion a credit, where the work resulting 
from any jtfcvtous expenditure, for any 
one or mor* of the specific purposes here­ 
inabove enumerated shall be yielding to 
said city an annual current net revenue; 
the amount of which credit shall be as­ 
certained by capitalizing the annual n«t 


Number Three. 


A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section twen­ 
ty-one of article three of the Constitu­ 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Scction 1. Be It resolved by tho 8enato 
and House of Representatives of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania In Gen­ 
eral Assembly met, That tho following 
amendment to tho Constitution of tho 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania be, and 
the same is hereby, proposed, In accord- I 
ance with the eighteenth article thereof:— I 
Amend section twenty-one, article throo 
of tho Constitution of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, wmch reads as follows: 
“No act of tho General Assembly shall 
limit tho amount to be recovered for in­ 
juries resulting in death, or for Injuries 
to persons or property, and in caso of 
death from such injuries, tho right of ac­ 
tion shall survive, and tho General As­ 
sembly shall prcscrlbo for whoso benefit 
such actions shall bo prosecuted. No act 
shall prescribe any limitations of timo 
within 
which 
suits 
may 
be 
brought 
against corporations for injuries to per­ 
sons or property, or for other causes dif­ 
ferent from those fixed by general laws 
regulating actions against natural per­ 
sons, and sueh acts now existing are 
avoided,“ so that It shall read as follows: 
The General Assembly may enact lawn 
requiring tho payment by employers, or 
employers and employes jointly, or rea­ 
sonable compensation for injuries to em­ 
ployes arising in the courso of their em­ 
ployment, and for occupational diseases 
of employes, whether or not such in­ 
juries or diseases result in death, and re­ 
gardless of fault of employer or employe, 
and fixing the basis of ascertainment of 
such compensation and the maximum anil 
minimum limits thereof, and providing 
special or general remedies for the collec­ 
tion thereof; but in no other cases shall 
tho General Assembly limit the amount 
to bo recovered for injuries resulting in 
death, or for injuries to persons or prop 
crty, and in case of death from such in­ 
juries, the right of action shall survive, 
and tho General Assembly shall prescribe 
for whoso benefit such actions shall bo 
prosecuted.

Bo it enacted by tho Senate 
and House of Representatives of tho Com­ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania In General 
Assembly met, and it Is hereby enacted 
by the authority of tho same, That the 
following is pi’oposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of tho Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania, in am ordance with tho 
provisions of the eighteenth (XVIII) arti­

AMENDMENT. 


Laws may bo passed providing for a 
system of registering, transferring, insur­ 
ing of and guaranteeing land titles by 
tho State, 01* by the counties thereof, and 
for settling and determining adverse or 
other claims to and interest in lands tho 
titles to which are so registered, trans­ 
ferred, insured, and guaranteed; and for 
the creation and collection of indemnity 
funds; and for carrying the system and 
powers hereby provided for into effect by 
such existing courts as may bo designated 
by the Legislature, and by tho establish­ 
ment of such new courts as may bo deem­ 
ed necessary. 
In matters arising in and 
under tho operation of such system, judi­ 
cial powers, with right of appeal, may be 
conferred by the Legislature upon county 
recoi’ders and upon other officers by it 
designated. 
Such laws may provide for

Serve in lettuce nests. 


Spinach Salad. — Boil a pint of spin- 


ach until tender, drain and press out; 
remove the water; chop fine; add 
horse-radish, oil and salt to seasoa 
Pack in small custard cups or timble 
molds: allow it to get chilled. Serve 
on lettuce leaves with dressing and 
garnish with hard-cooked whites of 
eggs, which have been cut in eighths 
to resemble daisy petals. 


Marine Salad. — Scoop out the inside 


of unpeeled cucumbers to resemble 
a small green boat. Chop the pulp 
fine and mix with an eqaal quantity 
of chopped onion; season with French 
dressing or any boiled dressing, fill 
the boat and with a toothpick place 
the place card to resemble a sail.
